WHAT VICTORY IN THE BALKANS 


WILL MEAN TO EASTERN ALLIES 


SMALL NATIONS TO SECURE MORE TERRITORY 


Should Success Crown the Efforts of the Allies in their Operations, 
Serbia, Italy, Rumania, and Russia will Acquire much 
Valuable Territory from the Enemy 


Should the armics of the Allies, 
now operating between the Italian 
Irridenta and Galicia, and from Car- 
pathia to Salonika, be successful in 
their aims, 100,000 square miles will 
eventually be subtracted from Aus- 
tria-Hungary, This territory, sustain- 
ed before the war a population of 17,- 
000,000, or just one-third of the total 
population of the Dual Monarchy. 
The geographical divisions by which 
these parcels of Austrian and Hun- 
Fauae property are known are as fol- 
€ 


WE: 

The Tyrol (the southern half), the 
coastlands (with Trieste), Dalmatia 
(with the islands of the Adriatic, but 


diminished by a thin paring left for 
Serbia), are to go to Italy. This thin 
paring of Dalmatia, south of the 


mouth of the Narenta River, Bosnia, 
Herzegovina and a portion of Sla- 
vonia will fall to Serbia; ‘Transyl-

Russia will get Galicia cntire, hav- 
Ing an area of just over 30,000 square 
miles and a population of slightly 
more than 8,000,000, Practically all 
of this population, save for the Jews, 
is Slav, and 5,000,000 is Polish. Some 
of the fairest bits of the Alps, some 
of the best known places of tourism, 
will fall to Italy’s share. 

In addition, in taking Trieste and 


the coastland down to the end of the! 


Istrian peninsula, she will get the 
great modern city of Trieste, one of 
the first commercial ports of the Me- 
diterranean basin, and Pola, the chief 
naval station of Austria. Along thie 
Dalmatian coast she will meguiee 
other splendid harbors and such fam- 
ous citics as Zara, Spalatro, Sebeni- 
co. Possession of Dalinatia and of the 
islands of the Adriatic will give her 
command of the Adriatic and she will 
abolish the rivalry of Austria, even 
if Fiume remains to Hungary and 
Austria and Hungary continue united. 

Proportionately, Serbia’s gains will 
be greater. Bosnia, Dalmatia, that 
falls to her share, the portion of Sla- 
vonia, have an area of 21,000 square 
miles, materially more than that of 
Serbia before the first Balkan war.

If she gets her prize in the 
Austrian campaign she will get over 
36,000 square miles and become a 
kingdom with an area equal to that 
of the mainland of Italy. Her total 
}population will be close to 12,000,000, 
jand more than half of the new citi- 
zens will be Rumanian by race. 

In Transylvania, too, she will ac- 
quire the coal mines necessary to he- 
jindustrial expansion. Shaped now 
like a crescent moon, Rumania will 
|then become a solid block, no longer 
threatened with bisection by any at- 
tack coming from Austria, 

The real prize will naturally fall to 
Russia. Galicia is one of the richest 
agricultural lands in all Europe and 
fits oil wells are unsurpassed on thie 
Continent. By bringing her frontiers 
to the Carpathians Russia will abol- 
lish the open frontier that has so long 
weakened her position on the west 
and has proved so disastrous in the 
campaigns of the present war. Lem- 
berg, the capital of Galicia, is a city 
of nearly 250,000, the fourth in the 
Austrian Enipire and one of the great 
railroad centres of Europe. Some por- 
tion of Galicia Russia intends to add 
to her Polish kingdom, probably all

ONE OF THE WONDERS OF THE WAR 


AERIAL NAVIGATION IN THE COMMERCIAL WORLD: 


At the Close of the War There Will Be No Longer Any Doubt 
But that the Skilled Aviators Developed by the War will 
Utilize Aeroplanes in More Peaceful Pursuits 


No more thrilling page in the ro- 
mance of war has yet been written 
than that which records the mastery 
of the air by heavier-than-air mach- 
ines. The story told in The Globe by 
Frederick Palmer smacks of thé tales 
of Jules Verne and H, G. Wells, 
when as yet man was limited in his 
means of locomotion to the surface 
of the earth and the surface of the 
sea, Ten years ago aviation was in its 
experimental stage. The name had 
not yet found its way into the stan- 
dard dictionaries and encyclopacdias. 
Practical men shook their heads and 
dismissed the idea of aerial flight as 
a passing craze that would run its 
course and die a natural death. Eight 
years ago the improvements effected 
enabled the aviator to attain a speed 
of thirty-nine miles an hour for a dis- 
tance of ninety-five miles, at a maxi- 
mum altitude of 400 feet. Frederick 
Palmer, in this third year of war, tells 
of machines with a speed of 165 iniles 
an hour, flying at an altitude of 10,000 
fect, and capable of carrying heavy 
loads in addition to the pilot and ob- 
server, Steadily improving in speed, 
endurance and climbing powers, the 
war has brought the heavier-than-air 
machine to a point of efficiency not 
dreamt of ten years ago. When peace 
comes there is no longer any doubt 
that acrial navigation will be a strong 
competitor on land and across narrow 
seas and lakes for the traffic that is 
now Satisiied to travel at a maximum 
speed of sixty miles an hour on land 
and about thirty miles an hour cn 
water. The spectacle of an avistor, 
who before the war was unversed in 


acrial locomotion, taking aeruplanes 
across from England to France for 
delivery at the front, and gliding 
through the air at the rate of 165 
miles an hour, shows the tremendous 
possibilities that are opened up by the 
developments in aviation. 

The romance of aviation is bound 
up with two other romantic pages in 
the history of locomotion. The in- 
vention of the pneumatic tire for bi- 
jcycles by Dunlop, and the birth of 
jthe motor car, with its internal com- 
bustion engine, paved the way fo: the 
jcoming of the aeroplane. Vor with- 
jout the pneumatic tire the motor car 
j would not have made such strides in 
| popularity, and without the motor 
|gasoline engine the heavier-than-air 
jmachine would have been stillborn. 
jEngland was slow to enter the ficld 
jof aviation until the motor had reach- 
jed a stage that offered every pros- 
jpect of success. With characteristic 
jenergy Britain set about adapting and 
improving the ideas of French and 
{American engineers and acroplane 
| builders as soon as the machines had 
|passed the experimental stage. ‘This 
|war has given Britain the control of 
jthe air, a victory due to the splendid 
qualities of the British mechanic no: 
jless than to the dash and bravery of 
jthe British aviator, Canadians are 
winning their way to the front rank 
in the aviation corps at the front, At 
the close of the war these skilled 
javiators will not again settle down 
jto the humdrum pace of the street 
cars, Canada will witness the com- 
ing of the aerial bus for passenger 
service on the Great Lakes and else- 
iwhere.—Toronto Globe. 


Zeppelin Swears H 
Will Destroy London 


Either This or Die, But the Chances

An American business man now in 
Switzerland, who recently talked with 
Count Zeppelin in Stuttgart, told 
correspondent that the Count has 
sworn to destroy London by airship 
bombardment or die. 

Count Zeppelin, whose illness has 
been accentuated by his opponents’ 
claims that the dirigible raids ac- 
complished litthe or nothing, and cost 
dearly, is determined to send a fleet 
of seventy or cighty monster aircrait 
over London in the near future. 

He has become a fanatic on the 
subject, and insists he will never 
abandon his resolve to obliterate 
Buckingham Palace, the Jlouses of 
Parliament and every important edi- 
fice and monument in the English 
capital, 

He will not commit 
ever, as to whether 
of London will force 
demand peace, as his most 
partisans continually argue. 

Commenting on the 
threats of Count Zeppelin 
destruction on London, 
spondent’s informant said: 

“We are quite ready for Count 
Zeppelin, Germany's air campaign is 
a frightfulness campaign the same 
the U-boat campaign earlier in the 
war, but without any of the possibili- 
ties of the former submarine fright- 
fulness.”

What Holland is Doing 


|Splendid Work in Caring for Small 
Nation of Refugees 


One of the redeeming and _ out-’ 
standing features of this desperate 
war has been the attitude of the 
neutral nations towards the distress- 
ed belligerents who have sought their) 
hospitality, | 

It is scarcely realized how great 
a strain it has been upon the resour- 
ces of Holland, for instance, to re- 
ceive and care for the crowds of Bel- 
gian exiles who have streamed over 
her borders; but it is really wonder- 
ful what the Dutch have done in the 
exercise of their instincts of human-! 
ity. 

That they have spared neither per- 
sonal effort nor money is amply 
borne out by the startling fact that 
in Holland’s Budget for 1916 no less 
than one-eighth, or thereabouts, of 
the expenditure is allocated entirely 
to the maintenance and relief of the 
Belgian refugees. 

The Dutch had nothing to gain! 
jeither in goodwill or future interest, 
but spontaneously local committees 
sprang up in all directions, and, in 
addition to general private hospital- 
ity, camps were organized with exira-| 
fordinary rapidity for the housing and 
lrelief of the destitute. 

: One little Dutch village of 1,300 i 

habitants made means to welcome 25, 
1000 refugees. Since then the work of 
jmerey and relief has proceeded along 
jlines of well-thought-out and metho-! 
jdical philanthropy, as the problem 
}of dealing with some 100,000 home- 
less exiles called for something which 
‘even abundant sympathy cannot con- 
tinuously suppiy. 

In four large camps are now con- 
feentrated some 16,000 persons, who 
jhave neither friends nor means to 
jfind hospitality like more fortunate 
refugees. These camps are complete 
cities of refuge, fully provided with 
|hospitals, creches, dispensaries, isola- 
tion wards, and schools. Doctors, 
jnurses, and nuns give their services, 
and they work in conjunction with 
}the Society of Friends, whose organ- 
ization, under the leadership of Miss 
Vullamy, is one of the most remark- 
able features of the scheme of relief, 

But in addition to the poorer re-, 
{fugees thus provided for, there are 
over 80,000 being relieved otherwise , 
throughout the country,

Good Seed 


Government Commission Will Inves- 
tigate Grain Seed Conditions 

Nothing is of more importance to 
the western farmer than he shoald 
have good seed. If he has poor seed, 
no matter how early the season or 
how propitious are the growing con- 
ditions, his crop cannot be good. 

The department of agriculture of 
the Dominion Government has always 
paid great attention to this question 
of good seed and testing laboratories 
are provided at many prairie points 
to which farmers may send samples 
of their grain so that its germination 
qualities may be determined, All 
these precautions, however, are based 
on the premise that there is good seed 
available in the country, as there gen- 
erally has been, 

This year, however, it is stated that 
owing to the poor crop in the north- 
ern part of the United States our 
neighbors across the line will be com- 
pelled to come to Canada for a great 
proportion of their supply. It is fur- 
ther said that there are already agems 
from the United States in the Can- 
adian West for the purpose of buying 
seed, In view of these circumstances 
the department of agriculture is about 
to appoint a commission whose duty 


lit will be to see that enough good 


seed is kept in Canada for next year's 
planting. This is a wise and timely 
action on the part of the government, 
and one whose value will perhaps be 
more generally recognized in six
